Some Reflexions' 

Made on the enlarged Accompt of Dr Witties Anfwer to Hydrolo- 
gia Chymica in Numb 51. of thefe Trails > chit fly concerning 
the Caufe of the fudden lofs of the vertues of Mineral waters, 

Thefe Notes Were made by the Learned Dr Diniel Foot, in a friendly 
Letter of his ( dated Oilober nth. 1669. ') to the Publifber , as fol¬ 
lows.

Herm. Seal&c : I fuppoie, you intimate and offer, that the 
caufe of the lufsof their Medicinal vertues is upon the lofs of 
their quai tity and bu k : which alfo you aptly ftrengchenby the 
authority of the fam us Dodtors , French ,ab Heer , and From- 
be(arius$ and thtn in a arenthefis you put altogether, andcau- 
tioufly' fay ( doubt lefs thorough the lofs of the Volatile Spirits ) &c. 
And in the beginning of i he very next paragraph you goe on 
thus • Whatever thefe Spirits be jbat will neither endure to travel 
from the Place , nor will be confned in any bottle , nor under any feal 
Scc.So that the fum of your Conjecture (lot as other you propofe 
itnot)is, That this lode conlifts in the A volition of feme 
moft fubrle and penetrating Spirituous parts, not to be imprifoned 
by any inclofure imaginable, but will find their way out, and 
leave the waters bereft of virtue, and decreafed in qaantiy too, 
and ( what more is) perhaps of their weight alfo, efpecially.if 
they loofe of thtirqusn itv. Buc to this laft you modeflly add. 
Here we want inflrultion,whether that decreafe was as well of weight, 
as of bulk & , 

That tins Conjecture of yours concerning the Caufe of the 
lofs of virtues in thefe waters carried from their Spring, may be 
true, I do not abfolutely deny , buc further acknowledge, that 
it is the fentiment of very many, if not all, Pnyfitians and Na- 
turabfts, that have concern’d themfelves with the confedera¬ 
tion thereof 5 and I mv felt h ive entertained the very fame 
G g gg g 2 thoughts 
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thoughts of it, and doe not now but fapoofitively reltnqmfh 
them. But having lately, <n reading Tachenius's Hiftocr.chy 
miens (newly recommended by yourfelf inN\ 50. of your 
Travfaff.) found c. 16. fomewhat relating to this matter 5 I 
began oy the encouragement of his authority to refume fome 
Conje&urestouching the fame, which I had , if not abando¬ 
ned , yet kept fuppreft in filence, which indeed are of ano¬ 
ther kind,but how true I yet know not. Wherefore I thought, 
it might not be very un-accepable to you, if I defired you, 
publickely togive notice of thefe Conjectures , that the Lear¬ 
ned may reafon and find out the truth of them 5 whence may re¬ 
fill t no few nor very unufeful difeovery’s for the increas of know¬ 
ledge, the benefit of mankind, and the glory of the Creator 
ofal'. In order thereunto I defire, you willpropofe thefe or 
fuch like Queries 5 

1. Whether by Chymical refearches it weseveryetor cm 
be found, that fach waters as the above-faid, ever yielded ei¬ 
ther a Vinouior an Acid, or any other fort of Spirits, that 
were either inflammable,or un-inflammable, or flyiag over the 
Helm from the fire. 

1. Whether all thefe forts of Waters, when they are moft 
clofely ftopt up, and fo let ftand,or conveyed to fome diftance, 
doe not let fall a fd iment(moft commonly ) yellowifh, or 
of fome fuch colour, when they arc become effarce in their 
veff-ls. 

3. Whether, whentfuy are let ftand only, and not moved 
by carriage, they do not fooner become caftrated, and fooner 
precipitate an Ochre to the bottom if 

4. Whether fuch an ochre is not found in all their Spring¬ 
heads , and Streams alfo; but more in the Head than in the 
Streams,efpecnlly if iffued there-from to a good diftance. 

5. Whether it may not be found upon due Obfervationjthac 
two Bottles of che faid waters,whereof the one b“ing vnduft ouf- 
ly flopped,the other left unftopt, aad bot*> equally permuted to 
ftaud (till or equally moved, will nor equally loofe their vir¬ 
tuesM*vdicall in the fame fpace of time, a id have r e fame pre¬ 
cipitated fedimtnt,and be of the fame tafte, colour, and alike di- 
minifhc in quantity, with divers others fuch like eirc mftuices if

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6 . Whether two V<-ffds, diverfified la their matter, and 
confequently in their parts, pores and figures ofthe whole(as

7. Whether it may bedevifed, ho v to prevent all precipi¬ 
tation of a fediment in the \Va ters vtffeled up 5 and then to ob- 
ferve thereupon, whither their vertues would not be kept entire 
during fuch a prevention i 

8 . Whether any Obferver ever found the Waters enervated 
but found wichail an Ochre, let fall to the bottom or fides of the 
containing veil'd ? 

9. To be brief, Whether the Phenomenon of lofs of vertues 
in fuch Waters may by an Hyfothefu of an inteftine Precipitati¬ 
on of their parts, whereinthofe vertues confifted, be as well 
(if not better,) explicated, than by the Hypothecs ofanA- 
volatioa of Spirituous parts through all Vcffels’and clofures 
whatfoever ? 

Which Hypothefis that it may be the better weighed, I fhall 
only exhibit it, and leave it to the Ingenious and Learned to 
conclude concerning it. 

Fir(l therefore it is generally received amongft moft, efpe- 
cialiy the more polite,Chymical Authors and Students, That, if 
any Medical vertues be in Minerals or Metals, it confifts in their 
Sulphurs 5 which are of a Volatile and Alcalifate properry* ef- 
pecially when not intimately conmmix’t with, or aftercom- 
mixtion perfe&ly freed from their Mercurial parts. 

Next , its as much received,even to become a Cymical Max- 
ime, That Acids audAlcaly’s mutually operate upon one ano¬ 
ther to a fatiety,toan abating ; and( if circumftancescorrefpond ) 
to an utter am ffion of their former activities, and kftly to a 
produ&ion of a Tertium neutrum. 

Again they alike conclude, that Salts aft beft in a State of 
Solution, Al! which Premifts thus concenter in this Hypothefis? 

That the Waters, which materially make fome Springs, past- 
fingunderground by the veineof fome Mett?.l, which yet is 
in fieri , having firft taken up of an Acide Salt which is in the 
Earth, thereby caschcth hold on the immature Sulphur of that 

Metal, 



Mettal, and prefently glides it along with it felfto the Springs 
orifi'C.’yand from the moment of the Sulphur and Acide Salt's 
meeting and contadf begins a mutual acftion and rea&ion upon one 
another which never cealeth 5 till both are imperceptibly fp:nt,and 
blended into a newEody,which then the v £tcr lets fril,at t, we 
.call an Earth, Ochre, or Sediment: After the produ&on of 
which Ochre, the Medicinal vermes of the iimnature Sulphur 
is lockt up into the infeparable embraces of the Aide Salt, 
and fo is loft, or at leaft difappears. Butthismutu.il adt on 
and rea&ion may laft, till the Waters iftiie out of the Earth, 
-and .for Tome fmail time longer, and fo long their Medical ver- 
tues are to be imparted, and no longer. 

This, Sir, is the HypOthefis of Tachenius (if I rightly ap¬ 
prehend him)which I fend , not,to have it Juftlc ent the 
more received one, or any other that mav bepropofed; but 
that it may have its Try all, and accordingly may live or dye. 
I could alledge more in its behalf, efpecially in the particular 
of fu:h a Body , as we commonly call an Ochre 5 refulting from 
divers Experiments of Vitriol: but I have trefpaffed too much 
already to hope for pardon from any, but<$tf.
